RUNS ON MEXIC BANKS 
ARE STILL IN PROGRESS 


Mexico City, December 18.—Repre- 
Bentatives of the banks again met at 
the finance department today to work 
out their plan to save the Central bank 
and its dependencies in the § states. 
There is little doubt that their plan 
will be adepted and that President 
Huerta will issue a decree making 
State bank notes legal tender. 

Long lines of noteholders formed in 
front of the Central bank today, but 
dilatory paying and the exchange of 
only 20 per cent of the amounts handed 
in, again served to prolong the hopes 
of those who have these notes in their 
possession. The acuteness of the finan- 
cial situation is not greater than that 
of the military situation, although no 
news of important field operations has 
been received. 

The rebels in all quarters are holding 
their own, and it is regarded as prob- 
@ble that those now concentrated at 
Victoria will soon move southward 
against Tampico, Advices up to 6 o'clock 
tonight indicated that Tampico has 
been free from attack for several days 
and reported that no rebels were in 
sight. The government stores of am- 
munition in the capital, it is under- 
Stood, have been dangerously reduced, 
and failure to receive a consignment 
from Japan is said to be causing con- 
cern at the palace. 


GEN. HUERTA BANNED 
BY FRENCH BANKERS 


December 18.—The efforts of 
government to raise 
Europe in order to meet the 
its obligations falling due 
in January have thus far been futile. 
The Paris and London banks, which 
took $20,000,000 of the loan artthorized 
by the Mexican congress in the spring 
and an option the unissued re- 
Mmainder, decline to exer their op- 
tion, even for a few millions.

The bankers have replied resolutely 
that the contract cannot be revoked 
summarily, as Mexican credit would be 
in a worse position after a revo- 
cation than it was before.

Sustaining the second judgement, 
Judge Coxe declared that it was no 
longer debatable “that the anti-trust 
act is applicable to such combinations 
as are alleged in the complaint.” and 
that the act made no distinctions be- 
tween classes of combinations or in- 
dividuals. 

Itudcing of the Court. 
court held that it had been 
clearly established that the plaintiffs 
were engaged in an interstate busi- 
ness and that the defendants are mem- 
bers of a trades union and affiliated 
with the American Federation of La- 
bor, “one of the objects of the latter 
organization being to assist its mem- 
bers ‘in any justifiable boycott’ and 
with financial help in the event of a 
strike or lockout.” 

It was shown at the trial that in 
March, 1901, the United Hatters’ head 
resolved to unionize the plaintiffs’ 
factory and that Mr. Loew had been 
informed by union officials that the 
hatters “would resort to the usual 
methods” in case their plan should 
meet with opposition. On July 5, 1902, 
the plaintiffs’ employees were directed 
to go on strike, and it is claimed that 
almost immediately a boycott was 
established. The plaintiffs assert that 
this measure “converted a profit of 
$27,000 in 1991 into losses ranging from 
$17,000 in 1902 to $3,000 in 1904,” 

Judge Coxe said in conclusion of his 
finding: 

“No one disputes the proposition ‘that 
All must ad- 
mit that they are not only lawful, but 
highly benefiical when legally and 
fairly conducted, but like all other 
combinations, irrespective of § their 
objects and purposes, they must obey 
the law:.’

MONEY MEASURE

Washington, December 18—With the 
democratic legislative machinery run- 
ning smoothly, «the administration cur- 
rency bill today moved rapidly toward 
its final passage in the senate. The | 
last of the opposition amendments to! 
the measure was voted down, and Sen- 
ator Owen began the presentation of 
the democratic amendments, calculated 
to perfect the measure, which were 
adopted without meeting strenuous pro- 
test. 

Legislative leaders declared tonight 
the end of the currency fight was in 
sight. In the house, Speaker Clark and 
Majority Leader Underwood expressed 
the opinion that the measure would go 
to the president and be written into 
law by Monday or Tuesday at the 
latest. Mr. Underwood announced his 
intention of offering an adjournment 
resolution, which would give congress 
a holiday recess until January 12, just 
as soan as the: bill was passed. In- 
formal conferences on the measure, he 
said, already had settled all but a few 
disputed points in the differences be- 
tween the two houses. 

Atlanfa’s Protest Heeded. 

Modification of the bill to permit 
clearing house associations to continue 
their present systems of bank exami- 
nations was agreed upon by the senate 
administration currency leaders. 

As the bili stands, it would prevent 
any bank examiner from disclosing to 
one bank the loans of another. Clear- 
ing houses of large cities now employ 
special examiners by general consent 
of the banks to examine all the banks 
in the association and to protect the 
banks against overloans, 

Telegrams received today from asso- 
ciations in various cities, including At- 
lanta, Ga., asked that the present sys- 
tem of examination be prewided for in 
the bill. o 

The final efforts of Senator Hitch- 
cock and the republicans to put some 
of their ideas into-the bill were voted 
down one after another today, the sen- 
ate operating under the agreement to 
limit. speeches to fifteen minutes each, 
and hurrying debate along. 

Democratic Amendments Adopted. 

Then Senator Owen presented the 
amendments agreed on by the demo- 
cratic vaucus last night. The opposi- 
tion did not insist on roll calls, and 
the amendments were adopted’ with lit- 
tle débate until Senator Owen present- 
ed one to authorize the federal reserve | 
board to appoint “attorneys, experts 
and assistants” without regard to the} 
civil service laws. Then the republi- 
cans broke forth in protest and pre- 
vented immediate action. 

One amendment adopted provided 
that banks in the new system could 
not employ former secretaries of the 
treasury, assistant secretaries, comp- 
trollers of the currency or members of 
the federal reserve board for two years 
after they severed their connection 
with the government. “Another change 
Bave the secretary of the treasury dis- 
cretion to use a part of the™earnings | 
of regional banks to build up the gold |} 
reserve. ihe salary of the members 
of the federal reserve board was in- | 
creased from $10,000 to $12,000. 

A number of amendments calculated | 
to simplify the work of putting the | 
new system into operation were adopt- 
ed, and various’ changes were made to 
facilitate the entrance of state banks 
and trust companies. 


Attacks by Republicans. 


Senators Root, Bristow, Burton and 
Cummins attacked the democrats for 
the proposal that the employees of the 
board should be exempted from civil 
service requirements. 

“It is now apparent,” declared Sena- 
tor Bristow, “‘that the haste enforced 
in the consideration of this bill is not 
only proposed to quiet the financial un- 
rest of the country, but also to satisfy 
the horde of hungry office-seekers who; 
have besieged the capital for the past | 
ten months. Opening np these posi- | 
tions to partisanship would force the 
federal reserve beard to go into poli- 
tics, whether it wanted to or not.” 

Senator Owen declared that but a 
small number of employees would be 
affected by the provision, and asserted 
that the amendment was proposed in 
order that the federal reserve board 
might not be hamonered or delayed in 
beginning work. 

When the senate recessed at 5 o’clock 
the democratic caucus reassembled to 
perfect final amendments to the bill. 


Democrats Complete Work. 


When the democratic conference ad- 
journed at 8 o'clock it had completed 
work on the bill and had indorsed 
amendments covering a number of the 
points most vigordusly demanded by 
the republicans. These included pro- 
visions for an extension of the time 
limit on rediscountable commercial pa- | 
per of agricultural transactions from 
ninety days to 180 days, with the dis- 
cretion left to the board of reserve to | 
accept the longer time paper. The. 
guarantee of deposits in state banks 
that may join the associations as wel] 
as in the national banks, and a pro- 
vision that would permit clearing 
house associations to continue their 
present system of examining the trans- 
actions of thé banks within the clear- 
ing house agsociation. 

The demotrats determined to stand 
by their améndment, taking out of the 
civil service the experts and officers 
of the new currency system. The 
amendment proposing to increase the 
gold reserve behind the new treasury 
notes from 35 per cent to 40 per cent 
was further modified so that an addi- 
tional tax of 1 per cent would be im- 
posed when the reserve falls not more 
than 7% per cent below that figure 
and an additional tax of 1% per cent 
for each additional decrease of 24% per 
cent in the amount of the reserve. 


Amendments Are Adopted. 


The amendments agreed upon by the 
conference were adopted later in the 
senate, many of them without opposi- 
tion. The republicans opposed the 
provision exempting employees from |

Hé said the Wish was 
the father of the thought. with tic 
republican leaders and suggested that 
it was strange that no one else hid 
seen signs of falling prices. 

Purpose ef Howlers.

Speaker Clark ridiculed predictions 
of the republican leaders. 

“I don't believe,” shouted the speak- 
er, “that I exceed bounds of propriety 
or of fact in saying that it looks like a 
republican conspiracy against progress 
of the republic. Mr. Mann while howl- 
ing calamity, disclaims that he is a 
calamity howler, but Mr. Root, Mr. 
Cannon, Mr. Hadley and Mr: Mann have 
been the greatest calamity howlers in 
this country this fall.” ’ 

Speaker Clark declared that the 
panic of 1893 came on as a result of 
the McKinley bill and that there was 
no truth in ‘the ‘fossilized statement 
that calamity comes with the demo- 
crats and prosperity. with the republic- 
ans. 
“I’ve heard it said if a man start 
downtown and enough fellows tell him 
he is sick he will get sick,” said Mr.

Not Going te Be Panic. 


Speaker Clark said that there were 
two people whom he never talked to, 
but always questioned—James J. Hill, 
the railroad builder, and Rev. Dr. John 
T. N. Johnson, of Kansas City, ‘‘a Bap- 
tist preacher who had sense enough to 
make $3,000,000 or $4,000,000." 

He said Hil! told him that he didn't 
think there was going to be any panic 
in this country. Dr. Johnson, he added, 
told him that the currency Dill would 
prevent all the money from drifting 
into New York city and break up gam- 
bling on the New York stock ,exchange 
as far as human ingenuity could con- 
trol it. The speaker said next Monday 
or Tuesday the house would pass the 
currency bill. “Unless there is some 
contrary fellow here,” he added, “we 
may pass it Saturday night and after 
it. becomes a law the cougtry will 
blossom like the rose.” 

Representative Marin suggested that 
what the country needs now is not so 
much money as. orders for business.

Judge Broyles’ announcement is not 
unexpected, at it has been known for 
some time that he had the matter un- 
der considération. He was a candi- 
date during the last primary, when he 
opposed, Judge J..R. Pottle in the race 
which resulted in a tie and withdrawal 
on the part of the police judge in order 
to maintain harmony, 

Judge Broyles’ Anuouncement. 

In his statement to the public, the 
recorder declarés he will not promote 
his campaign for several menths to 
come, and that his announcement was 
made at this @arly date in response to 
the inquiries of friends, who, he states, 
have besieged. him with queries for 
months. 

His announcement follows: 

“To My Fellow Citizens of Georgia: 
I have lately had so many inquiries 
from friends in different parts of the 
state about my candidacy fcr the court 
of appeals that I think it due them 
that, without further delay, I should 
publicly declare my intentions. 

“I shall positively be a candidate in 
the democratic primary next summer 
for a place on the court of appeals. 
Under the rules of the primary, I will 
have to designate and run for one par- 
ticular judgeship. 
in 1912, when I opposed Judge Pottle, 
the strongest argument used against 
my candidacy was that Atlanta already 
had one cf the three judgeships, and 
was, therefore, not entitled to an- 
other. 

“Despite this heavy handicap, I tied 
with Judge Pottle, but, in the state 
convention at Macon, in the interest 
of harmony, I withdrew my name and 
allowed the south Georgia candidate 
to have a unanimous nomination.

$155,000,000 for other uses. The 
entire expenditures of states and 
localities for courts, military and 
police, for the year 1902 were not 
quite’ $100,000,000. Adding all 
this to the expenses already giv- 
en, makes a total of $200,000,000. 
The revenue from the liquor traf- 
fic would pay this, too, and leave 
a balance of $50,000,000 for other 
purposes.

The World’s Mysteries 


WAS A DUTCH FLEET CAPTURED BY CAVALRY? 


There have been many unusual occur- 
rences related in history, which took their 
rise either from some incident or from some 
myth, and were introduced into song and 
story until it became a foregone conclusion 
that they were authentic. One of the most 
Strange of these is the story of how a Dutch 
fleet was captured by cavalry through being 
so frozen up that they could not get away. 
In most every history of the French revo- 
lutionary wars this story is repeated with 
variations. 

The waters In which the fleet was ice- 
bound are said by some writers to have been 
the Zutder Zee and by others the River Ij 
at Amsterdam; but wherever the fleet lay 
the cavalry galloped over the ice with drawn 
Swords and attacked the ships, the crews of 
Which, 10,000 strong, with guns and firearms, 
were so terror-stricken that they surren- 
dered to a squadron of hussars, slipping 
about on the ice. 

What are the facts? Early in January, 
1795, Pehegru, holding Belgium, invaded the 
United Province on the invitation of the 
Dutch “patriets.”’ Hie was able to cross the 
frozen rivers and gain a firm position in the 
country. On the 18th day the Stadhouder 
abandoned Holland (Oo its fate: Pchegru then 
Cajoled the States-General into receiving the 
French as friends and liberators, and suc- 
ceeded in obtaining an order for all foert- 
resses to open their gates to his army. 

Un January 21 the acwmiral commanding 
the Dutch fleet received & similar order, 
which he passed on. so that when on the 
23d the French officer Sent to take over the 
fleet arrived with an escort of cavalry at 
the Helder, he had only to present himself 
before the flagship, anchored not far from 
the shore, for the fifteen warships, with a 
number of store ships and tenders, to be for- 
mally handed over to him, and he was then 
entertained at dinner on board. 

Such being the facts how did the legend, 
if it is such, arise? It is very doubtful if 


the fleet was fast in ice. The short, deep 
inlet from the North Sea to the Zulder Zee, 
about two miles long and as much wide, be- 
tween the Heider in North Holland and the 
island of Texal, with seventeen to twenty 
fathoms of water on the Nieuwe deep side, 
could scarcely have been frozen over. Such 
ice as might form or might drift out from the 
Zuider Zee could easily have been broken 
up by the crews of the fleet. There is no 
mention of the fleet being beset by ice in 
the reports to the States-General of the sur- 
render. The French official report said not 
that the fleet was fast in the ice, but that 
it was stopped at the Helder by ice, which 
may mean that it was stopped from entering 
the shallow and easily frozen waters of the 
Zuider Zee. A month after the event Carnot 
congratulated the committee of public safety 
on the surrender of the Dutch fleets, when 
they might have sailed off to England. 

Where its the rouncation of the legend, 
the grain of fact on which it has been built? 
It is believed that it arose from the circum- 
Stance that on the entrance of the French 
army into Amsterdam a few Huzzars rode 
Over the ice, probably with great care, and 
with their horses’ feet well wrapped up, to 
the two gunboats which were fast in the 
ice of the River Ij. This ride was certainly 
with no hostile object. It was probably. ~e 
friendly visit, for the visitors were enter- 
tained “met een extra oorlam,” with an extra 
issue of grog. This escapade is probably the 
source of not only the legend, but also of 
the confusion between the River Ij and the 
anchorage itn the Helder in the accounts giv- 
en by the historians.

FOOTBALL RULES.

About this time of the vear the national 
football commission looks carefully over the 
remnants of the less durable players who 
have indulged in our great autumn pastime 
to excess and tries to think of a new set of 
rules aimed directly at the prosperity of 
the coroners, with whom this country 
abounds.

HOW TO SAVE STEPS 


“We have all agreed that the greatest 
waste in our homes is the waste of time and 
Strength, and since our attention has been 
called to our kitchens 
and their furnishings 
many changes have 
taken place,” writes a 
reader of this column 
who recently organized 
an Efficient Housekeep- 
club among her 
neighborhood friends. 

“At our last meeting,” 
her letter continues, 
“we drew diagrams 
that might have been 
war maps, but were 
kitchen plans instead.

June 30, 1912, the last time an offt- 
cial count was taken. there were 38,476 rein- 
deer, comprising 54 herds. scattered through- 
out Alaska. Of the 38.476. 24,068, or 62.5 
per cent, are owned by 633 natives; 3,776, 
or 9.8 per cent,-by the United States; 4,511, 
or 11.7 per cent, by the missions, and 6,121, 
or 16 per cent, by the Lapps. 

Alt an average valve of $25 a head, the 
“1,068 reindeer owned by the natives rep- 
resent a capital of $691.700. The total in- 
come of the natives from the reindgéer in- 
dustry during the fiscal year ended June 
3§, 1912, exclusive of the value of meat and

$44,385.04. The reindeer industry affects the 
entire coastal region from Point Barrow 
to the Alaska peninsula—a region approxi- 
mating in length the distance from Maine to 
South Carolina. <A line connecting the 54 
herds would be more than 5,000 miles in 
length. 

There are 633 native owners of reindeer, 
whose immediate families number approxi- 
mately ._2,500; in, addition, approximately 
4,000 natives are affected by the reindeer 
enterprise, obtaining reindeer products in 
exchange for their own wares. According- 
ly, the total mumber of natives affected by 
the reindeer enterprise may be estimated to 
be about 6,500. There yet remain to be 
reached-by the reindeer industry in Alaska, 
the-upper Kuskokwim and the Copper river 
regions and the coast east of Point Barrow: 
also Nunmivak, Kodiak and the Aleutian 
islands... The establishment of herds in these 
régions will complete the means for srad- 
ually stocking with reindéer all of the un- 
timbered regions of Alaska adaviel for thet 
industry. During August, 19i!, 40 reindeer 
from the herd at Unalakleet were delivered 
to the department of commerce, 25 were 
placec on St. Paul island and 15 on St. George 
island. In June, 1912, the reindeer on St. 
Paul island had increased to 40 and those 
on St. George to 25.

Founder of Junior Republic 

Too Familiar With Girl

New York, December 18.—Removal 


of William R. George from active par- 
ticipation in affairs of the George 
Junior. Republic at Freeville, N. Y.. 
founded by him more than ten years 
ago, is recommended by the state 
board of charities in a report adopted 
by the board vesterday, afternoon and 
made public today. George’s moral 
conduct is severely condemned. 

An investigation begun mor 
six months ago resulted in the recom- 
mendation. More than fifty witnesses 
in six states were examined with re- 
gard to charges of loose living made 
against George by three young women, 
former members of the Republic. The 
Oldest of these charges dated back to 
1904: the most recent was several 
years old. 

The testimony was unpri 
no verdict as to whether the 
were proved was rendered by the com- 
mittee under whose direction the in- 
YVestigation was made. 

“The character of 
these charges would make it impos- 
sible to prove them by unsupported 
testimony,” said Henry A. Wise, attor- 
ney for the committee. “It is my 
opinion that no court of law would ac- 
cept the unsupported word of any of 
these girls in a case involving the con- 
duct of a man like George.”

ARBITRATION TREATY 
WITH NETHERLANDS 


Washington, December 18.—Secreta- 
ry Bryan and Chevalier Van Rappard, 
Netherlands minister, today signed a 
treaty providing that any question be- 
tween the United States and the Neth- 
erlands which cannot be settled by di- 
plomacy shall be submitted for inves- 
tigation to an international commis- 
sion of five members. The period of 
investigation is fixed at one year, al- 
though it may be shortened. 

This is the first treaty between the 
United States and a European nation, 
based upon Secretary Bryan’s peace 
Plan. Similar treaties have been ne- 
gotiated with five Central American 
nations and it is planned to sign one 
with the Dominican Republic tomor 
row. 

The American-Netherlands conven- 
tion embodies generally the principles 
of Secretary Bryan’s plan to bring eto 
am end warfare between the nations of 
the world, but it differs in some de- 
tails from similar pacts already signed. 
There is no provision in it for the 
maintenance of the status quo as to 
military and naval preparations during 
the period of investigation. Mr. 
Bryan pointed out today, however, that 
he considered this feature non-essen- 
tial, acceptance of the principle of in- 
voaeutren being the keynote of the 
plan. 

While none of the peace treaties has 
been ratified by the senate as yet, 
Secretary Bryan said this was 
due to the press of business, and that 
he expected to encounter no difficulty 
when the pacts are reached by the 
upper house.

More than fifty witnesses 
in six states were examined with re- 
gard to charges of living made 
against George by three young women, 
former members of the Republic. The 
oldest of these charges dated back to 
1904: the most recent was several 
years old. 

The testimony was unprintable and 
no verdict as to whether the charges 
were proved was rendered by the com- 
mittee under whose direction the in- 
Vesfigation was made. 

“The character of 
these charges would 
sible to prove them by unsupported 
testimony,” said Henry A. Wise, attor- 
ney for the committee. “It is my 
opinion that no court of law would ac- 
cept the unsupported word of any of 
these girls in a case involving the con- 
duct of a man like George.” 

Notwithstanding, the board strongly 
condemned the cunduct of George in 
dealing with members of the Republic. 

Girls to Be Barred. 


The board also recommends that 
more girls be received at the Republic 
and that those mew chere be speedily 
removed to other institutions.

ARBITRATION TREATY 
WITH NETHERLANDS

Washington, December 
ry Bryan and Chevalier Van Rappard, 
Netherlands minister, today signed a 
treaty providing that any question be- 
tween the United States and the Neth- 
erlands which cannot be settled by di- 
plomacy shall be submitted for inves- 
tigation to an international commis- 
sion of five members. The period of 
investigation is fixed at one year, al- 
though it may be shortened. 

This is the first treaty between the 
United States and a European nation, 
based upon Secretary Bryan's peace 
plan. Similar treaties have been ne- 
gotiated with five Central American 
nations and it is planned to sign one 
with the Dominican Republic tomor 
row. 

The American-Netherlands conven- 
tion embodies generally the principles 
of Secretary Bryan's plan to bring eto 
an end warfare between the nations of 
the world, but it differs in some de- 
tails from similar pacts already signed. 
There is no provision in it for the 
maintenance of the status quo as to 
military and naval preparations during 
the period of investigation. Mr. 
Bryan pointed out today, however, that 
he considered this feature non-essen- 
tial, acceptance of the principle of in- 
vestigaticn being the keynote of the 
pian. 

While none of the peace treaties has 
been ratified by the senate as yet, 
Secretary Bryan said this was 
due to the press of business, and that 
he expected to encounter no difficulty 
when the pacts are reached by the 
upper house.
